ERMIT me, at this awful period, to call your 
attention to the real ſtate of the kingdom ; on 
jour preſent determination the fate of it de- 
pends. It concerns you, therefore, in a peculiar 
degree, to be circumſpect and collected; to deſpiſe 
equally the bluſtering of party, and the bellowing 
of the mob; and be cautious, in the extreme, 
how you ſuffer your judgment to be perverted in a 
deciſion of ſuch infinite importance. 
When Mr. Fox formed the coalition with Lord 
North, which has ſince been ſo frequently, and I 
will venture to ſay, unjuſtly reprobated, his com- 
prehenſive mind took in at one view the multifa- 
rious evils which weigh down this unfortunate 
country, with their reſpective remedies. He per- 
ceived that extraordinary exertions were neceſſary 
to relieve us from the burden of a debt of two 
hundred and forty millions, and an annual defici- 
ency of two millions intereſt. He knew, likewiſe, 
nothing effectual could be dene, nothing adequate 
to the preſſing exigencies of the ſtate, unleſs he 
could obtain an equivalent ſupport in the Houſe of 
Commons. He therefore formed, without heſita- 
tion, a junction with the powerful intereſt in it; 
A _— _ 
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and having formed it, with theſe views, in what 
conſiſts the criminality ? Whence originated the 
maledictions with which it has becu ſo amply 
loaded ? from the very party who aimed at the 
ſame object, and envied him the acquiſition. 

Of the India Bill, I will only ſay at preſent, that 
It was calculated to reqrieve the national character, 
and the company's affairs in Alia, as far as the ante- 
cedent miſconduct and ſpeculations of their own 
ſervants would admit. At leaft, it would have 
operated as ſome atonement for the oppreſſions, 


barbarities, and aſſaſſinations that have ſo long con- 


taminated the eaſtern hemiſphere under Britiſh pa- 
tronage. But the demon of party beheld its pro- 
greſs with a jauadiced eye, and exulted in its influ- 
ence over a deluded nation, ſacrificed its honour at 
the ſhrine of deſpotiſm, and ſtifled its ſenſibility in 
the birth. 

If the ſame malignant ſpirit ſhould permit us to 
attempt any regulation there, ju future, a twelve- 
month, at leaſt, muſt elapſe before it can take 
place, and what may occur in the interval is too 


obvious to require a comment. The diſpoſition of 


the natives towards us is already written in cha- 
rafters of blood. While the collective power of 
the Houſe of Bourbon hangs over us as our evil 
genius, and waits only for the precile opportunity 
to deſcend and cruſh us with its weight. 

Such are the conſequences that will probably at- 
tend the Inſt of deſpotiſm, and the miſguided 


* fervor of puerile ambition; ſuch the effects that 


may be expected from the lu premature addreſſes, 
and the prevention of thac union which alone vas 


adequate to the ſalvation of th country. 
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The machinations of thoſe miſcreants who, in 
the revolutions of human events, have effected the 
ruin of their country, have been generally too fe- 
cret and refined to attract immediate notice. But, 
in the preſent inſtance, there is an oſtenſibility of 
treachery, that can only be accounted for by the 
notorious audacity of the traitors, and credulity of 
the betrayed. The principal promoter of all the 
miſchieſs that have, or are to happen, has had the 
unexampled temerity to declare, more than once, 
in a certain great aſſembly, ©* That the peers have 
% an equal right to move for, and 10 bring in 
o money- -bills of all denominations with the com- 
„ mons.' 

If the eyes of the nation had not been cloſed be- 
yoad the reach of euphraſy, this daring aſſertion 
could have opened them. But wrapped in a fatal 
conſciouſneſs of its ſecurity, the open attacks on 
its molt ſacred rights and privileges are unattended 
to; a convincing proof that the meaſure of iniqui- 
tics are nearly ful}, while it lies proſtrate at the 
foot of pride, regardleſs of its humiliation, and ſelt- 
devoted to deſtruction. 

If the miniſter ſhould meet a conſiderable ma- 
jority ia the next parliament, the firſt ſtep will be 
to reſcind all the reſolutions of the laſt, reſpecting 
the peculiar privileges which it derived from the 
conſtitution ; by which means the finiſhing ſtroke 
will be put to the boaſted liberties of Engliſhmen, 
and having no conſtitutional protection from the 
moſt arbitrary and oppreſſive meaſures, the people 
maſt either ſubmit to the ſhackles they have forged 
for themſelves, or have recourſe to their laſt dread- 
ful remedy. . 
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It may yet be in your power to reſcue the king- 
dom from theſe impending calamitities. You 


have yet to determine whether the conſtitu- 
tion ſhall be unhinged, and your country expoſed 


to the ridicule and invaſion of its enemies ; or whe- 


ther you will unite your exertions to raiſe to its 
former eminence, and make it, what it once was, 


the admiration and terror of ſurrounding nations.

Permit then a 
Plain Man, who pretends to no uncommon intel- 
ligence, no ſuperior talents to dazzle your under- 
ſtandings, and lead them aſtray by the faſcinations 
of eloquence, to draw from materials, of which 
you are all equally in poſſeſſion, a train of facts, 
undiſguiſed by falſehood, unmingled with foreign 
matters, and thence dednce ſuch fair and honeſt 
arguments as bring conviction to his own mind, and 
he flatters himſelf may tend to guide your choice on 
this intricate occaſion. You all know that exertion 
of his Majeſty's juſt prerogative in changing his 
miniſtry, for which you are called upon to thank

Un- 
fortunately, however, theſe fair meaſures were not 
purſued ; but Secret Adviſers intruded on the 
Royal ear, and were bold enough to endeavour to 
intimidate the Houſe of Peers, by proſcribing, as 
men that would be looked upon by his Majeſty as 
his enemies, all who ſhould vote with the miniſtry. 
By this flagrant violation of the independence of 
that Houſe, the Bill was rejected by a ſmall — 
| 819) | an 
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and when, the Honſe of Commons inveighed bit- 
terly againſt that Secret Influence that had been 
made uſe of to the injury of the acting miniſters, 
who were alone reſponſible for advice given to the 
Throne, the Royal Prerogative was ſuddenly ex- 
erted in their diſmiſſion. This, my fellow citizens, 
is fact; and this is the fact we are called upon to 
thank his Majeſly for. I own, my friends, I feel 
my cheeks burn with indignation at the refleetion 
of having ſo vile an impoſition attempted upon my 
judgment; and ſurely yours cannot be void of a 
ſympathizing glow. 

Now let us turn our minds to the Occaſion of 
the Connter Addreſs, The Houſe of Commons, 
the proper guardians of the rights of their couſti- 
tuents, having found reaſon to place a full confi- 
dence in the wiſdom and integrity of the late wi- 
niſtry, and finding a New One thus ſurrepritioully 
appointed, conſiſting of a premier, who, though 
acknowledged to be a man of conſiderable abilities,

danger of being (lighted and trampled on. 

After what has been faid, can any man, in an 
unbiaſed ſtate, heſitate for a moment which ad- 
dreſs he ſhall prefer - that which is to compliment 
the Crown for an error it has been unwarily led into

T HE unflattering aſpect of Mr. Fox's cauſe re- 


ſults from the conduct of two claſſes of men. 
Firſt of thoſe who, aſſuming the name of Modera-

are all contrary to law, unleſs declared by act of 


parliament ; and their preſence at an clection have 
been thought ſo incompatible, that conſtantly the 
troops have withdrawn out of any town where the 
election was to be, and have ſtaid till the clection 
was over; and this was the opinion of every body. 
Sir, in the firſt year of the Jaſt parliament, on 
the queſtion incidentally ariſing, whether it 
was in the power of the Crown to leave troops 
quartered in a town where the election was, tho” 
the act recites it never had been done; on the bare 
queſtion being ſtarted, the parliament thought fit 
that doubt ſhould not laſt any longer, but they 
brought in a bill to remove the poſlibility of a 


doubt on that head. What is the preamble to the 
bill? why, that all elections ought to be free; and 


the concluſion is, that all troops ſhall go out of the 
town, and not return till after the day of elec- 
tion. Beſides this, Sir, it was the opinion of the 


legiſlature, laſt parliament, that it was a neceſſary 
conſequence that all troops ſhou!d withdraw from 


the place of election. I am aware of an objection 
that will be made by way of cxception ; it will be 


faid, what, cannot the troops come to keep the 


peace ? a ſpecious pretext indeed HI believe there 
; never 


= 


never was, nor ever will be the caſe, of an army _ 
being preſent at an election, but every ſoldier has a 
double vote. We nced not go into many inſtances 
to ſhew this has been the caſe. The ſame cauſe 
will produce the ſame effect. It will be urged, I 
ſuppoſe, the civil magiſtrate was not ſtrong enough 
ſhall he not then call in their aſſiſtance? I beg 
leave to ſay, the law of England will not ſuffer a 
ſuppoſition of that ſort to be made; for if a 
ſheriff, who is armed (I am aware of the objection) 
I ſay, if a ſheriff, who is armed with the civil 

wer of his country, or if a bailiff, who is armed 
by the law, if he ſhould return as an anſwer, for 
not — the King's writ, that he was reſiſted, 
though the fact be true, the law conſiders it as a 
fact not to be ſuppoſed, and an action lies againſt 
him at the ſuit of the party; and why? becauſe it 
is a libel on the government, to ſuppoſe the civil 
magiſtrate is not ſtrong enough. Sir, I would ob- 
ſerve a noted diſtinction taken in the law-books ; 
if a gaol is broke by a foreign enemy, that is an 
excuſe; but if a gaol was broke open by rebels, 
the law will not allow the ſheriff to give that in ex- 
cuſe, though it be ever ſo true, becauſe it is a re- 
flection on the goveroment. He muſt arm himſelf 
with the civil power, which is ſtrong enough to ſup- 
port itſelf, Many have been the inſtances, where 
a corporation has been disfranchiſed and fined ; be- 
cauſe theſe riots were never quelled, and the law 
expects they ſhould do it: this is the notion of the 
common law, and, I beg leave to ſay, the ſtatute 
law too, 

Sir, theſe troops are kept up by annual bills ;— 
not for the aſſiſtance of the civil magiſtrate : that 
would be annual keeping up of. troops for a reaſon _ 
4 bg 8 mee 
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that laſts for ever :—they arc never kept up but 
upon great occaltons, ſuch as carrying on the war 
with Spain ;—there is no intimation that the civil 
magiſtrate wants aſſiſtance.— This will lil further 
appear from this (which you will give me leave io 
ſay) that no civil magiſtrate can command afliſtance 
from any body of troops; and it the law conlidered 
them as neceſſary to ailiſt him, the law would pive 
the civil magiſtrate ſome power to command them 
there ; but when troops do go, they go by virtue 
of Military authority, and act there under Military 
command. Sir, the authority which the law givcs 
the civil magiſtrate, (I ſpeak only of thoſe magi- 
ſtrates that are applicable to the preſent cale) aud 
their defence in the execution of legal commands, 
is this: they may command aſſiſlance of every man 
within their juriſdiction ; every man is a coaltable 
for keeping the peace; and what is the conlequence 
if they do not obey ? they are liable to a proſccu- 
tion by indictment or information, and they are 
clearly ſo liable. But can any civil magiſtrate ſend 
any warrant to the guards? Sir, the propolition | 
have laid down, is not with regard to any ſingle 
foldier happening to ſtand there, but a body under 
military command. | 
Is there ſuch a warrant known to the Jaw: 
Would any military officer be obliged to obey it: 
No, certainly; for, if he did not, there could be 
no proſecution againſt him. Wherever they go, they 
go by virtue of military authority, but not by the 
command of the civil magiſtrate, becaule they are 
liable to no proſecution if they do not obey. When 
they are there, they do not act under the civil com- 
mand; if chey did, the only conſequence of mit- 


behaviour would be, that they were liable to pro- 
ſecution 
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ſecution on inditments or informations: but will 
it be contended, that if a body of troops come 
there, and any one deſerts, he is not liable ta be 
ſhot to death, according to military diſcipline? It 
the ſheriff was to order a ſoldier to do one thing, 
and his officer another, I ſubmit it tp you, if he 
diſobeys the officer, whether he muſt not be tried 
by a court-martial : that ſhews they go by military 
authority, and there act by military command. Sir, 
| beg leave to ſay, in fact, the civil government of 
this city is ſubſtantially ſtrong to fupport itſelf : 
it has ſupported itlelt at every other election 
thronghout the kingdom, and yet there may have 
come complaints before you, where numbers have 
been angry at what the returning - officer did: 
there is not an imagination of the peace's being 
broke: what are the guards of the Court? The 
Juſtices : what are the guards of you but barely the 
hw and the civil authority? 

Sir, I 'am warranted by the reſolutions of this 
Houle, in the year 1733, to ſay that riots and tu- 
mults have paſſed too near theſe doors; you ſent 
your commands to the civil magiſtrate, and inſtantly 
was quiet. Would you, on pretence of keeping 
the peace, ſuſſer a company of guards to ſtand in. the 
lobby? No mad, Sir, would wiſh to live to ſee that 
day, when the civil government of. this country can- 
not ſapport itſelf without the aſhſtance of the mili- 
tury: I will be bold to fay, when it is not, that 
civil government is undone ; for it is then not the 
law, but the military power, governs ; I hope in this 
country, the bare word of a upſtaff will go as far as 
the commands of a lieutenant-general. I know it will 
de preſſed ſtill farther ; but all this argument will 
hold, in general, in every caſe ; but ſuppoſe a * 
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of moſt extraordinary neceſſity, when the eĩvil ma- 
giſtrate is really over · powered, and there is fire fer 
to the town, ſhall not the troops then be called in 
to his aſſiſtance? I think I put the objeCtions as 
ſtrong as | can, That fatal argument of contending 
for an exception to conſtitutional principles, that 
fatal argument has brought us many times to the 
brink ot deſtruction. Nothing is clearer, than that 
no freeman is to be impriſoned but according to law; 
what, not it the King knows he is coming to attack 
him? The argument was ſpecious, and the power 
of judging was truſted ſomewhere, and it took 
away the whole liberty of the ſubject. Every man 
was impritoned for a mandatum Domini Regis. 
There was another reſolution taken, that no mo- 
ney ſhonld be levied on the ſubject, but by the con- 
ſent of Parliament: what, not on a caſe of necel- 
firy ? They argued, it might in a caſe of neceſſity, 
and that overturned the whole rule; and when 
money was raiſed it was for neceſſity. Suppoſe there 
comes an exzraordinary caſe, never within the in- 
tention of the Legiſlature, that produced the dil- 
penſing power, which diſpenſed with all the power 
of the Legiſlature. It muſt tend to lodge a diſ- 
cretionary power with ſomebody to judge of that 
neceſity. It muſt be lodged with the military 
officers ; for it will not mend the caſe, if it is lodged 
with the returning - officer. Shall it be laid down 

that tioops may go to an election? Theſe are fa- 
tal arguments indeed! How far is neceſſity to 
juſtify ? Is ir ſufficient that the officer ſuſpects or 
ſmells a riot? Is jt ſufficient, when he knows in 
his own mind, he is going to do a thing which 
ought to provoke the people? If fo, that will con- 
clude a too general diſcretionary latitude, *

lieve it will not much be doubted but the military 
officer will exert himſelſ acco ding to the candidates 
that ſent him. 

Sir, the Legiſlature, in the act I have juſt men- 
tioned, was ſo far from ſuppoſing this exception 
could be made, that it expreſsly enjoined, that no 
troops ſhould come within two miles of the place 
of election in a day after. Will a caſe of neceſſity 
diſpenſe with that act? The act ſays, they ſhall 
not come within two miles of the town, till four- 
and-twenty tours after the election.
